executing a workspace data manager, on an untrusted client site; 

requesting the workspace data manager to access data temporarily from a remote 
site, the remote site be ing connected via a network to the untrusted client site : 

initiating a communications channel with the remote site: 

downloading data from the remote site; 

placing the data in temporary storage on the untrusted client site; 

using the workspace data manager to [enable manipulation of] present the 
downloaded data[, thereby creating manipulated data; 

synchronizing the manipulated data with ^tfata at the remote site]; and 

automatically disabling the untnists d cheftf from accessing at least a portion 
of [one of] the downloaded data [and the manipiU&|^data] after a user has finished using

program code coupled to the application program interface for automatically 
disabling the untmsted client site from accessing at least a portion of [one of] the 
downloaded [workspace] data [and the manipulated data] after a user has finished using 
the data .
